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CHICAGO  —  An  authority  on  sound  engineering  rccoFjnended  tonight 
that  airports  be  constructed  closer  in  to  cities  to  solve  noise  problems, 
instead  of  farther  out. 

Dr,  Howard  C,  Hardy,   assistant  chairman  of  the  physics  department 
at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,   said, 
"One  of  the  solutions  to  the  noise  problem  is  to  bring  the  noise  to  the 
noise," 

By  locating  airports  in  noisy,  industrial  districts,    he  explained, 
airplanes  in  take-off  would  be   at  their  loudest  over  part  of  the   city  that 
is  already  noisy. 

Thus,  the  airplane  noise  would  not  be  as  noticeable,   ho  said. 

Hardy  took  part  in  a  Western  Society  of  Engineers  panel  discussion 
on  "The  Airport  end  Its  Neighbors."     The  meeting,   held  at  the  Society J s 
quarters,   8k  East  Randolph,  was  for  the  Traffic  Engineering  and  City  Plan- 
ning Section, 

On  the  panel  were  Edward  Flickinger,   chief  land  planning  consultant, 
Chicago  regional  office,    federal  Housing  Administrati on j  Joseph  K,  McLaughlin, 
director  of  the   Illinois  Department  of  Aeronautics;   George  H,  Vest,   regional 
administrator.   Civil  Aeronautics  Administration;  Francis  E,  Callahan,  manager 
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of  airports,   bureau  of  aviation,  City  of  Chicago;   and  Hardy. 

Hardy  outlined  these  airport  noise  problems: 

The  noise  from  a  four-motor  airliner  taking  off  makes  conversation 
difficult  anywhere  vri. thin  two  miles  of  tl:ie  line  of  flight. 

The  width  of  the  area  covered  by  disturbing  noise  is  two  miles 
from  each  side  of  the  flight  path  up  to  about  10  miles  from  the   airport. 
Then,  as  the  plane  gains  altitude,    its  disturbing  noise  covers  a  smaller 
area. 

For  a  four-engine  jet  airliner,   operating  at  take-off  from  the   same 
airport,   the  distance  for  which  the  noise  would  be  unacceptable  would  be 
about  four  miles  on  each  side  of  the  runxray  rath — abo\it  ti-rice  that  of  the 
conventional  airliner.     The  noise  level  directly  beloi:  the  Diane  would  be 
higher  until  the  plane  be  higher  until  the 'plane  got  out  10  miles;   it    ' 
trould  be  highly  annoying  Td.thin  two  milos  of  the  airport. 

In  the  case  of  a  conventional  airliner  taking  off,  a  person  directly 
under  the   flight  path  hears  the  plane  for  approximately  75  seconds;  ;n.th  a  jet 
plane,   the  noise  would  be  audible  for  100  seconds  if  the  person  were  in  the 
same  position. 

Airplane  noise  would  always  be  present  to  some  degree   if  planes  took 
off  every  minute,  as  they  now  do  sometimes  at  Chicago's  Midway  airport, 

"It  is  foolish  to  build  a  house  within  two  miles  of  the   airport  run- 
way flight  pattern,"  Hardy  said.      "The  noise  nuisance  factor  on  property 
value  corresponds  roughly  to  a  location  close   to  an  elevated  train  track," 

Noise  is  not  a  health  menace,    he  pointed  out,   but  it  is  a  nuisance 
and  an  invasion  of  privacy. 

Hardy  said  he   sees  littl?.  chance  for  eliminating  the  noise  difficulties 

through  re-design  of  airplanes,   propellers,   or  motors.     It's  possible  to 

( more ) 
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cut  down  noise  from  the  plane,  he  said,  but  financial  and  mechanical  dif- 
ficulties would  make  such  changes  impractical. 

In  recommending  that  airports  be  kept  near  the   city,  he   said: 
"Moving  an  airport  to  groat  distances  from  a  city  is  not  necessarily 
a  solution  to  the  noise  problem.     The  difference  between  the   sound  level 
in  the  background  and  the  aircraft  noise  is  greater  farther  out;  besides, 
there  is  always  some  residential  area  30  miles  out  of  the  citj/-,"

CHICr-. GO— Science  and  Technolcgy  must  be  made  an  integral  part  of 
education  from  grammar  school  up,  President  Jehn  T,  Rettaliata  of  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology  declared  tonight. 

Dr.  Rettaliata  spoke  at  the  Forum  of  j^nshe  Emet  Synagogue  on  "The 
Place  of  Science  and  Technology  in  Education,"  the  first  of  three  lectures 
■Wy  prominent  Chicago  educators  on  the  subject,  "New  Directions  for  Education 
in  a  Democracy." 

"We  live  in  a  vrorld  of  technology,"  Dr.  Rettaliata  said,  "and  we 
would  be  guilty  of  gross  unrealisra  if  we  ignored  that  fact  in  any  part  of 
our  educational  programs.  If  we  do  not  learn  to  ^onderstand  our  own  devel- 
opments, how  can  we  learn  to  manage  them  so  that  they  will  serve  rather  than 
destroy  us?" 

Technology  is  the  keystone  of  this  country's  economy,  the  president 
of  Illinois  Tech  continued,  and  new  products  and  production  processes  are 
continually  springing  from  our  vast  storehouse  of  technological  know-how. 

"But  this  know-how  does  not  perpetuate  itself,  any  more  than  other 

cultural  achievements  do.  It  must  be  preserved  in  our  educational  institutions 

and  there  transmitted  to  the  youth  of  our  nation." 

In  Dr.  Rettaliata' s  opinion,  the  part  technology  plays  in  our  lives 
1/2/52  (more) 
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is  too  often  overlooked  in  college  and  uniYersity  curricula.  He  said  he 
hopes  that  educational  institutions  will  correct  this  shortcoming  where  it 
exists  in  their  programs. 

Technological  institutions  have  been  bringing  their  programs  into 
better  balance,  he  stated,  by  providing  more  economics,  history,  sociology, 
and  other  liberal  and  social  studies.  He  called  on  the  nontechnical 
institutions  of  the  country  to  round  out  their  programs  with  courses  aimed 
at  explaining  technology  and  its  role  in  /jrit^ricari  life. 

"Scientific  and  technolagical  pursuits  are  still  specializations," 
he  pointed  out,"  and  no  one  can  specialize  in  everything,  fersons  trained 
in  other  occupations  will  still  bo  needed,  as  they  always  have  been  needed. 
But  those  who  teach  our  children,  manage  our  businesses,  edit  our  newspapers, 
and  run  our  factories  should  have  some  knowledge  of  the  productive  technolegy 
that  makes  our  economy  function."

At   Illinois  Tech,  an  average  of  25  scholarships   is  available 
to  freshmen  alone.     More   companies  want  to  take  students   under  the 
co-operative  program  than  the   Institute   can  provide.     And  loans  are 
available   to  students  v;ho  need  temporary  help. 
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The  place:nent  bulletin  board   in  the  Student  Union  building  is 
coated  with  offers  of  part-time   jobs  near  carapus;    the   Institute  and  its 
research  affiliate,  Armour  Research  Foundation,   employ  nearly  250 
part-time   stuients  a  semester,   Deakins   said.

More  than  30   companies   in  addition  to  the  3^  or  b,")  already  participating 
have   indicated  an  interest  in  starting  such  a  program  if  they  could  find 
takers, 

"But  there    just   aren't  enough  students   to  meet  the  demand,"  he 
said» 

Under  the  co-operative  program,   a  student  attends  school  for 
one   semester,   then  v;orks  for  a   company  the  next   semester.     The  money 
he  earns  while  '.vorlzing  can  be  used  to  pay  expenses  v;hile  he's  going  to 
school.      The  program  is  offered  in  m.etalliargical  engineering  and  mechanical 
engineering. 

In  some   cases,    the  employing  company  even  pays  the  tuition. 

If  the  engineering  student   lives  at  home,   he  needs  only  $725 
for  tuition,    fees,    books  and  supplies  at   Illinois  Tech;   for  the  liberal 
studies  student,    it  would  be  $630. 

The  average  student  usually  can  v;ork  about   12  hours  a  week 
v/ithout  having  his   studies  affectedj    the  B  student  usually  can  take  on 
15  hours,  and  the  exceptional  student   can  v/ork  as  many  as  20  hours, 
Deakins  said,

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Working  part-time  after  school  and  full-time  during  summer 
vacations  \70uld  provide   the   cash  necessary  for  school  expenses,  according 
to  the  dean.     At   that  rate,  earnir^s  could  easily  be  more  than  $9'^C  a  year. 

An  out-of-tov;n  student   could  even  get  a  B.S»  v/ithout  going  into 
savings   if  he  qualified  for  one  of  the  irany  liveral  scholarships  offered, 
Deakins  said.     For  example,    fo'or-year  scholarships   in  fire  protection 
and   safety  engineering  are  offered.     With  this  scholarship,    the  student 
works  for  the  sponsoring  organization  during  the  summer  vacations  and 
receives  a  regular  salary. 

Also  offered  are  t^ro-year  property  and  casualty  insurance 
scholarships  under  a  work-study  basis  where  the  student  has  his  tuition 
paid,   works  half-timo,   and  gets  paid  for   it.

Four-year  gas  engineering  scholarships  are  available   to  students 
interested  in  chemical  engineering  with  emphasis  on  the  gas   industries. 
Naval  ROTO  offers  tuition,  books,   and  $50  a  month  for  subsistence  to 
qualified  students, 

Illinois  Tech  also  offers  half-tuition  scholarships  to  veterans 
of   the  war  in  Kbrea,     A  minimum  of  part-time  v;ork  would  allow  the 
veteran  to  get  his  degree  at  no  out-of-pocket  expense.

"The  second  group  of  technologically  important  women  are  the 
countless  numbers  v/ho  are  hard  at  work  using  the  products  of  science, 
products  whose   invention  they  hasten  by  their  unceasing  deniand, "  Dr. 
Rettaliata  stated, 
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"Working  mothers,   busy  from  dawn  to  dusk  at  12-hour-a-day  jobs, 
demanded  new  and  easier  ways  to  accomplish  their  work  at  home.     Like 
leaves   in  a  windstorm,   the  gadgets  descended  upon  the  world—the  gadgets 
that  are  almost  a  trademark  for  our  nation  today  and  that  are  so  envied 
by  the  people  of  other  lands." 

Among  these  Dr,  Rettaliata   listed  washing  machines,   egg  beaters, 
carpet  sweepers,   and  sewing  machines.     All  these  things  and  many  rcore 
resulted  from  women's  denands   for   them,  he  said,   but  they  were  nade 
available  only  by  our  American  system  of  free  competitive  enterprise.

That  was  announced  today  by  Iv!laurice  Kayner,    chief  analytical 
chemist  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois   Institute  of 
Technology.     The  average  monthly  dustfall  for   the  year  vras  56»07  tons 
per  square  mile,    compared  to  53*19  tons  per  square  mile   in  1947»   the 
next   best  year. 

The  dustfall  for  Decemiber,    1932,  vras  an  avera^^e  of  33.93   tons 
per  square  mile,  a  little  better  than  par  for  that  m.onth,  according  to 
past  records.      It  was  a  considerable  drop  from  the  77 •89  tons  of   the 
previous  month. 

The  year   193 1  was  the  dustiest   since   IJk^,   when  the  Foundation 
first   started  measuring  and  analyzing  the  city's  dust,   Kayner  said. 
Average  m,onthly  dustfall  then  was  63.42  tons  per  square  mile. 

Kayner  said  the   I932  dustfall  record  was  good  because  the  year's 
weather  was  comparatively  mild. 

Dustfall  is  usually  heaviest  during  cold,  windy  weather,    he 

explained,   because  of  the  many  heating  fires   in  hom^es  and   industries   in 

the  Chicago  area,

"Any  part  of  the  world  is  idthin  a  relatively  few  hours'  reach 
of  tiio  rest  of  the  world  and  th>.refore  capable  of  affecting  or  being 
affected  by  it,"  Sporn  s-^id. 

•  "This  contradiction  in  space  —  spatial  integration  —  was  made 
possible  by  th-.  airplane  and  the  telephone,  "put,  while  the  world  has 
boon  integrat':.d  spatx'lly,  no  such  integration  has  taken  place  politically, 
economically,  or  spiritually. 

"If  it  hadj  our  troubles  would  b^  ov..r, 

"Since  the  morass  in  which  mankind  finds  itself  today  is  ti^d  up 
with  tcclinclogical  development,  with  its  r..mai'kable  growth  as  contrasted 
with  the  limited  progress  in  the  social  sciences,  tho  question  arises: 
should  there  be  a  m.oratorium  on  scientific  and  cngin.,cring  development 
until  our  social  development  catches  up?"  Sporn  asked.

"This  will  require   some   changes  in  the  engine..r's  besic  training," 
he  declared,      "The  engine>:.r  should  be  educated  in  the  basic   sciences,  the 
humanities,    and  th^_  social  sci^^nces,   and  thoroughly  grounded  in  engineering 
fundamentals  and  principles.

CHICAGO  —  Chicago  started  the  new  year  with  comparatively 
clean  hands,   scientists  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology  reported  today. 

The  city's  average  dustfall  during  January  was  53*93  tons  per 
square  mile,   the  best  for  the  first  month  of  any  year  in  the  Foundation's 
records. 

The  best  January  previously  was   in  1952t  when  the  average  square 
mile  of  city  received  70*40  tons  of  dust;    the  worst  was  193 If  when  the 
figure  was   I09. 

Maurioe  Kayner,  chief  analytical  chemist  at  the  Foundation, 
explained  that   it  was  Old  Wan  Winter  who  nade  the  difference* 

"The  average  temperature  for  January,"  he  said,    "was  29*2  degrees, 
compared  to  the  average  of  24»-9  for  other  Januarys. 

"Home  fires— where  most  of  the  smoke-caueed  duat   origii]ate3»»-were 
kept   comparatively  low.     So  the  dustfall  average  was  good.      In  fact, 
it  was   identical  v/ith  the  figure  of  the  preceding  month,  which  means 
we've  had  a  6o-day  period  of  unusually  light  dustfall,"

CHIC.TiO — T-Jhilc  defending  their  constitutional  ri:[;ht  to  academic 
froedom,   i'lracrica's  teachers  must  not  lose   si^^^ht  of  their  aCodciric  respon- 
sibility. 

That  was  the   opinion  expressed  today  by  Dr.  John  T.   Rettaliata, 
president  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Tochnolor;y,   on  the  television  program 
"live  and  Learn," 

"The  teacher  must  recognize  ttet  academic  freedom  does  not  mean 
academic  imiTiunityj  that  it  is  not  a  sanctuary  for  the  irresponsible, n 
Rottaliata  said,     "He  is  not  entitled  to  talce  advantare  of  his  position 
to  impose  his  beliefs   dop.ma  tic  ally  upon  his  students.      The  teacher  must 
teach  end  not  indoctrinate, 

"On  the  other  hand,  suDpression  of  unortliodox  ideas  and  of  lawful 
radicalism  is  blind  emotionalism,  and  tlireatcns  the  freedom  of  every  one 
of  us, 

"In  every  generation,    th_re  have  been  threats  to  academic   freedom 
in  the  United  States,  and  almost  vdthout  exception  these  thr:ats  have   stormed 
from  misundcrstandinf,   fear,   or  hysteria  conccrninf'  hirhcr  education,"  ho  said, 

"It  is  inconceivable  that  any  colle,^,-  adiirlnistrstion  would  Icnovdngly 
hire  or  retain  a  Communist,    for  the  blind  party  loyalty  demanded  of  him.  makes 
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him  useless  as  a  teacher,     /.n  independent  and  inquiring  mind  is  essential 
equipment  for  a  scholar," 

Rettaliata  defined  academic   freedom  as  "the  freedom  to  inq\iire,   to 
learn,   and  to  teach  in  institutions  of  higher  education,  without  coercion 
and  without  undue  influence  from  soiirces  outside  the  university  or  college 
itself." 

"There  are,   of  course,    some  risks  to  freedom,"  he   said,   "but  these 
risks  arc  not  nearly  as  serious  as   the   risks  of  repression," 

The  president  of  Illinois   Tech  described  the  university  as   "the  out- 
post of  the  intellectual  life  of  a   civilized  societyj    the  institution  set 
up  to  advance  and  widen  the  frontiers  of  human  knowledge," 

"Let  those  \Aio  would  criticise  first  give  evidence  of  their  qualifi- 
cations to  sit  in  .judgment,"  he  said,      "Let  them  make  sure  they  are  also 
operating  ijithin  their  particular  areas  of  competence,   and  not  wondering 
far  afield  to  attack  and  oopose  and  obstruct," 

He  commented  that  the  nature  of  the  teacher's  position  requires  that 
alternative   opinions — even  unpopular  ones— be  fairly  expounded,    and  that 
the  student  be   encouraged  and  trained  to  reach  his  own  conclusions  through 
critical  analysis  of  carefully  ascertained  facts, 

"Refusal  to  hirsj  Communists  do^s  not  threaten  academic  freedom," 
Rettaliata  added,     "On  the  contrary,    it  protects  it,   so  long  as  the  decisions 
are  made  freely  by  the  universities  themsclvus  as  part  of  their  maintenance 
of  our  ethical  heritage. 

"But  it  does   tjircaten  academic  freedom  when  th.:    anti-communist  pr-ossurc 
comes  not  from  the  university's  ovjn  standards  of  scholai'ship  but  from  outsiders, 
be  they  yellow  journalists  or  political  demogogues,

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"The  honest  and  opcn-nindcd  scokcr  of  truth  always  travels  a  danr:crous 
highway;   and  the  dr?ngcr  is  intensified  when  the  very  existence  of  oui^  fami- 
liar society  seems  to  be  at   stake, 

"Mt^n  seeking  to  protect  and  defend  that  society     become    frir htened 
by  any  sugrjcstion  of  chanr.e  and  suspicious  of  those  who  consider  it  their 
right  and  privilege  to  question  the  values  of  things  as  they  arc  or  have 
been, 

"If  our  colleges  are  to  make  the  greatest  moral  contribution  to  the 
public,"  Rettaliata  concluded,   "we  of  the  acadv:-mic  profession  must  insist 
upon  intellectual  integrity,   intellectual  excellence,   and  basic  l-nowledgc, 

"But  we  must  do  even  more   tiian  that.     We  must  also  be  specialists 
in  freedom  and  instruct   our  students  in  the   val^ies  of  freedom,   along  with 
the  values  of  responsibility."

$81,69  a  T/eek,   Placement  Director  Earl  G.   Kubicek  announced  today. 

If  he  had  graduated  I5  years  ago,  his  salary  would  have  been 
$23,08  a  week,  Kubicek  saido 

Every  February  graduate  who  filed  through  the  placement  office 
already  has  a   job,  according  to  the  placement  director.      "In  fact,   the 
average  student  went  through  seven  interviews;    in  many  cases,   he 
probably  could  have  had  his  choice  of  that  many   jobs." 

The  new  average  salary~which  comes  to  $>35h  ^  raonth-~is  the 
highest  on  record  in  Kubicek's  office.     The  average  for  the  June,    1952t 
graduates  v/as  $325  a  months 

Kubicek  said  218  companies  came  to  the   Illinois  Tech  campus  to 
conduct   interviews  for  new  employes.     More   than  \200  other  companies  sent 
letters  indicating  they  had   jobs  available, 

Ivbst  February  graduates  reported  that  "type  of  work"  was  the 
chief  factor  in  the  choice  of  jobs,  Kubicek  said.  Location  was  next 
important. 

The  February  class  v/as  the  first  one   asked  to  fill  out  reasons 
for  accepting  jobs, 

o/l  o  /en  ^_„ 
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"Salary"  and   "previous  association  with  company"  tied  for  a 
poor  third  among  the  reasons.     Among  mechanical  engineers,  salary  ranked 
fifth,  and  among  electrical  engineers  it  v/as  fourth. 

The  civil  engineers  ranked  salary  as  most   important— <and  started 
with  an  average  monthly  pay  check  of  $364*  the  highest   in  the  class. 
Electrical  engineers,   starting  at  $361,  and  industrial  engineers,   starting 
at  $35^ »  also  had  above-average  salaries* 

Although  "previous  experience"  as  a  reason  for  accepting  the 
job  only  tied  for  third,   more  than  half  the   graduates  said  they  had 
vrorked  before  with  their  new  employers, 

Kubicek  said  the  companies  apparently  were  paying  a  premium 
salary  to  graduates  v/ho  had  worked  with  them  previously,   either   in 
part-time   jobs  or  under   the  co-operative  program.     These  premiums,   he 
said,   probably  brought  up  the  class  salary  average, 

Y/hat  are  prospects  for  the  future?      "'Well,"  Kubicek  said, 
"interviewing  for  next  June's  class   is  to  start  Ivlfeirch  2}   we  can  accommodate 
an  average  of  a  dozen  interviewers  a  dayj   and  our  schedule  already  is 
filled  to  April  1?. 

"Illinois  Tech  engineering  graduates  have  received  higher  starting 
salaries   every  year,  with  the  exception  of  a  slight  drop  in  1950*'' 

The  placement  director  explained  that   his  figures  v/ere  based  on 
only  the  graduates  who  had  filed  for  placement  through  his  office. 
About  125  did  so,   he  said,   and  replies  to   the   questionnaires  have  been 
received  from  about  75  percent  of  that  number,

CHICAGO  —  Only  two  obstacles  —  navigation  and  guidance  — 
prevent  scientists  from  sending  pilotless  rockets   to  the  icoon* 

That   is  the  opinion  of  Kenneth  H,   Jacobs,   rocket   expert  at 
Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois   Institute  of  Technology  in  Chicago. 

"Using  available  naterials  and  current   engineering  practices,"     ; 
Jacobs  says,    "it   is  possible  to  design  a  multi-step  rocket  that  will 
accomplish  a  flight  to  the  moon  in  perhaps  three  or  four  days.     The 
navigation  and  guidance  problems  seem  to  be  extremely  difficult,   but 
I'm  sure  that  some  scientist   or  engineer,   perhaps  already  born,   will 
solve  them. " 

Jacobs  does  not   propose  a    junket   to  the  moon  for  human  beings 
until  medical  science  has  solved  the  problems  of   life   in  gravity- free 
space.      His   four-step  rocket  would  be  designed  to   carry  ICO  pounds  of 
scientific  cargo  on  a  one-way  ticket.     To  accomplish  this  feat,   scientists 
must    build  a  ship  that   can  escape  the  earth's  gravitational  field. 

"Once  we  have  done  this,"  Jacobs  points   out,    "the  rocket  will 
fall  to   the  moon,   because  the  moon's  gravitational  field  will  be  in 
operation. "

Jacobs'  rocket  to   the  moon  would  be  a   125-foot  ship  with  a  gross 
weight  of  400,000  pounds  —  the  four-engine  Lockheed  Constitution  has 
a  wingspan  of  I89  feet  and  weighs   18Z|.,C00  pounds. 

In  the  operation  of  a  stepped  or  piggy-back  rocket,   the  first 
step  or  stage   carries  all  other  stages.     V/hen  the  first  stage  reaches 
its  naximum  velocity,    its  empty  propellant   tanks,  rocket  motors,   and 
structures  are  dropped  off,   and  the  second  stage  begins  to  operate  and 
accelerate  to  a  higher  velocity.     Each  stage   is  succeedingly  lighter 
than  its  predecessor.      Jacobs   said  the  fo'^th  stage  of  the  rocket  would 
weight  800  pounds,    including  the   100-pound  pay load. 

"The  powered  flight  would  last  fo^or  minutes  —  one  minute  for 
each  stage,"  he  explains,      "At   the  fourth  stage,    the  rocket  would  be 
traveling  more  than  25,00C  miles  an  hour  at  an  altitude  of  782  miles. 
It  would  coast  the  rest  of  the  way  to  the  moon." 

Jacobs   is  assistant   chairnBn  of  the  propulsion  and  structural 
research  department  at  Armo'ur  Research  Foundation,     He  also   is  temporary 
chairman  of  the  newly-formed  Chicago  chapter  of  the  American  Rocket 
Society.

CHICAGO  —  A  scientist  from  Armour  Research  Foundation  of 
Illinois   Institute  of  Technology  explained  today  Qn  optical  research 
tool  that  was   instrumental  in  the  development  of  supersonic  aircraft 
flight. 

Dr.  ]\fejorie  W.  Evans,   research  engineer   in  the  Foundation's 
heat-power  department,  described   "schlieren  photography"  at  a  meeting 
of  the  Industrial  Photographers  of  America   in  Eastman  Hall,    I37  North 
vVabash. 

"Schlieren,"   she  said,    "is  simply  a  method  for  observing 
other;vise  invisible  processes  in  transparent  gases,    liquids,   or  solids, 
provided  the  processes  involve  varying  densities. " 

For   instance,   the  light  and  dark  streaks  which  appear   on  a  car 
fender  as  sunlight  passes  through  gasoline  fumes  rising  from  a  tank 
being  filled  are  caused  by  the  varying  densities  in  the  fumes. 

That  type  of  variable  density  is  easily  seen,  she  said.  But 
shock  waves  at  the  airfoils  of  a  plane  approaching  supersonic  flight 
usually  are  not  visible* 
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Schlieren  photography  is  used  to  aralyze  the  air-flow  behavior 
around  the  airplane's  surface,   she  said. 

Through  kno'.iledge  gained  from  schlieren  photographs  t-aken  in 
wind  tunnels,   the  thick,    curved  v/ing  surface  of  conventional  airplanes 
was  re-designed  to  a  thin,   symmetrical  s-urface  for  near-sonic  flight, 
according  to  I^/Irs.   Evans. 

The  schlieren  system  involves   the  use  of  tv/o  concave  mirrors, 
a  light  source,   and  a  knife  edge  used  to  eliminate  certain  light  rays. 
It  actually  was  discovered  nearly  100  years  ago,    but  has  come   into 
extensive  use  as  a  research  tool  only  v/ithin  the  past    10  years,   Dr. 
Evans  said. 

The  name  is  derived  from  the  German  work  for  streaks. 

Schlieren  phtography  also  has  been  found  useful  in  studies  of 
explosions,    furnace  performance,    jet-airplane  engines,    ballistics, 
heat   convection,   and  combustion.

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Construction  of  the  shopping  center- commons  will  begin  as  soon 
as  an  apartment  building  on  the  site  can  be  vacated  and  vnrecked. 
Vice-president  Spaeth  has  set  April  1  as  a  tentative  ground-breaking 
date.      Completion  is  scheduled  for  September  of  this  year,    in  time  for 
the  fall  term. 

When  completed,  the  structure  will  house  a  modern  cafeteria 
which  will  provide  permanent  dining  facilities  for  the  Institute's 
dormitory  students.  It  will  contain  a  drugstore  and  snack  bar  for 
light  refreshments,  a  grocery  store  for  the  convenience  of  married 
students  and  faculty  m^embers,  the  campus  book  store,  a  valet  shop, 
barbershop,  post  office,  currency  exchange,  dentist's  and  doctor's 
offices. 

There  will  be   lounges   in  the   lobby  and  basement.     Recreational 
facilities,    including  bowling  alleys  and  ping  pong     and  billiard  tables, 
will  be  located   in  the  basement. 

Plans  for  the   clearance  and  redevelopment  of  the  entire  site 
fronting  on  32nd  street  between  State  and  Tfaoash  were  also  announced 
by  Spaeth.      In  addition  to  the  new  shopping  center-comimons  building, 
two  hard- surfaced,   enclosed  parking  lots  and  five  tennis   courts  will 
be  built.      One  parking  lot,   on  the  southeast   corner  of  32nd  and  State, 
vfill  include  a  service  station  to  be  operated  exclusively  for  students 
and  staff  raemibers.     The  other  lot  will  be  on  the  northeast   corner  of 
32nd  and  State.      Five  tennis   courts  will  be  built  on  the  northwest 
corner  of  32nd  and  .Vabash,   opposite  the  new  shopping  center-commons. 

When  finished  and  landscaped  this  work  will  almost   completely 
modernize  the   living  area   in  the  northeast  section  of  the  Illinois  Tech 
campus.     Situated  in  this  area  of  the  campus  are  Gunsaulus  Hall, 
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a  10-story  elevator  apartment  building  for  married  staff  and  students; 
Oarman  iHall,  a  similar  9-3'tory  structure  now  nearing  completion?   Farr 
and  Fov/ler  Halls,    tvjo  4-story  student  dormitories;   and  a  chapel*

center- commons  has   not  yet  been  announced»

CHICAGO  —  Scientific  contributions   to   industry,    national  defense, 
and  the  public  highlight   the  64-page   illustrated  annual  report  of  ArrriO'ar 
Research  Foundation  of  Illinois   Institute  of  Technology,    one  of  the  vvorld's 
leading  research  organizations.      The  report  was   issued  today  by  Dr.   Haldon 
i.,   Leedy,   director  of  the  Foundation,  vfhich  has   its  headquarters   in  Chicago. 

In  reviewing  the  record  of  the  Foundation  for  the  past  year. 
Dr.   Leedy  emphasized  the  close   co-operation  between  science  and  industry. 
He  said; 

"Research  scientists  and  industry,   working  hand   in  hand,    hare 
envisioned,   developed,   and  perfected  the  products  and  processes  that 
helped  give  America   its   unparalleled  standard  of  living. 

"The  partnership,  a  unique  phenomenon  of  the  twentieth  cent-ory, 
has  been  a  happy  and  successful  one  for  both  science  and  industry. 
Together,   they  have  solved  hundreds  of  industrial  problems;    together, 
they  have  kept  pace  with  the  complex  deirands  of  a  technological  civilizationt 

Accomplishments  reported  by  Armour  Research  Foundation  range 
from  the  development   of  a   tiny  battery  for  an  electronic  watch  to   studies 
on  the  effect  of  blast  on  heat-power  stations;    from  the  extraction  of 
chlorophyll  with  a  hydraulic  press  to  the  evaluation  of  noises   in  the 
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neighborhood  '^f  a  superhighway;   and  from  the  development  of  an  improved 
coaxial  cable  for  television  transmission  to  the  organization  of  small 
industries  for   India's  Damodar  Valley  Corporation  nc.der  a  government 
Point  Four  program. 

Ivbre  than  273  of  ti^e  39?  research  and  development  projects 
undertaken  by  -^he  Foundation's  staff  of  scientists  and  eiigineers  are 
described  in  the  annual  report. 

Sponsored  by  industry,   governmental  agencies,   and  the  Foundation 
itself,   the  projects  represent  an  expenditure  in  excess  of  $3,000,000, 
an  increase  of  30  percent  over  the  previous  year. 

Representative  projects   include: 

Development  of  a   li^htv/ei.^ht  aggregate,    "Kanamite,"  v/hich  makes 
concrete  mixes  easier  to  handle  for   contractors  or  homeov/ners  vjho  do 
their  own  v/orkt     Concrete  containicg  the  tiny  glass  bubbles  instead  of 
sand  is  extreaiely  fluid  and  can  be  squirted  through  a  rubber  hose. 
Back-breaking  tamping  and  expensive  forms  are  no   longer  necessary.     The 
new  product  resulted  from  a   project  sponsored  by  an  industrial  concern. 

Intensive  research  on  titaniun  and  its  alloys   for  five  years, 
•vvhich  has  brought   the   "middleweight   champion  of  metals"   closer  to 
commercial  production.      Promising  applications   include  the  replacement 
of  al-imin'im  and  stainless  steel  in  the  fabrication  nf  aircraft   skins, 
struct'xral  meitbers,  and  certain  jet-engine  components.     This   long-range 
research  and  development  program  is  representative  of  projects  being 
sponsored  by  the  government  for  national  defense. 

Monthly  dustfall  analyses  for  Chicago's  Srroke   Inspection  and 
Abatement  department.     How  wuch  dust  falls  on  Chicago?    './here  does   it 
come  from?     The  answers  to  both  questions  are  given  each  month  by 
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Foundation  scientists  who  analyze  dustfall  samples  collected  at   25 
strategic   locations.      This    is  an  example  of  one  of  the  Foundation's 
rrany  public-service  activities. 

Through  its   International  division,   the  Foundation  has  been 
contributing  since  1942  to  the  technological  development  of  the  world's 
free   nations.

GHICACtO  —  A  noise  engineer  tonight  endorsed  city  council  plans 
for  a  complete  revision  of  the  Chicago  zoning  ordinance  as  a  means  for 
cutting  down  on  bothersome  city  noises. 

Daniel  B»  Callaway,    supervisor  of  acoustics  and  vibrations  at 
Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois   Institute  of  Technology,   discussed 
recommendations  of  the  city  council  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Zoning 
under  Alderman  P.   J.  Cullerton  (38th)  before  the  'vJestern  Society  of 
Engineers,   84  E.  Randolph* 

"The  philosophy  of  this  group  is  that   the  requirements  for 
acceptability  of  a  particular  business  or  factory  in  a  given  zone  can 
be  specified  in  terms  of  a    'perfornance  standard,'"  Callaway  said. 

Under  this  code,   he  said,   permission  to   locate  a  factory  in  a 
given  zone  would  hinge  on  whether  the  factory's  noise,  dust,   smoke,   or 
odor  output  will  fall  within  the  specified  standards  for  that  zone. 

City  noise  control  efforts  have  been  largely  ineffective  to  date, 
Callaway  pointed  out,   mainly  because  of  the   lack  of  engineering  methods 
for  measurement  and  evaluation  of  noise. 

Another  factor  is  financial,   he  said.

Noise  control  costs  money;    effective  control   "never  will  come 
about  until  well-organized  and  sustained  public  sentiment  demands   it," 
he  commented. 

Butt  he  said,    "the  major  technical  problems  relating  to  realistic 
specifications  for  city  noise  have  been  solved,   and  with  allocation  of 
sufficient  funds  and  provision  of  competent  leadership,   the  Chicago  noise 
problem  can  be  solved. "

CHICAGO  —  Science  and  Technology  are  having  profoundly- 
beneficial  effects  on  our  society,  Dr.   John  T.  Rettaliata,   president 
of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,    said  tonight. 

Dr.  Rettaliata  spoke  before  the  Sigma  Xi  Society  of  Abbott 
Laboratories,  North  Chicago,    111,     The  young  college  president   is 
himself  an  engineer  and  a  nationally-known  authority  on  jet  propulsion. 

"It  is  iry  belief  that  science  is  providing  us  with  the  means 
to  attain  many  of  the  age-old  goals  of  the  idealists,"  Dr.  Rettaliata 
said,    "and  that   it   is   laying  the  foundation  upon  which  we  can  ultinately 
build  the  m.oral  and  spiritual  order  that  the  heart  and  soul  of  rcan  have 
always  craved. " 

Dr.  Rettaliata  condemned  the  belief  that   science  contributes 
little  to  the  non-material  advance  of  civilization.     He  characterized 
that  belief  as   the  heart  of  the  challenge   to  science. 

Listing  some  of  the  social  benefits  stemming  from  science  and 
technology,  Dr.  Rettaliata  said  they  are  bringing  abundance  for  all 
within  reach  of  attainment  for  the  first  time   in  history. 

"By  bringing  the  good  things  of  life  to  the  great  bulk  of  the 
population,  science  and  technology  have  done  more  to  obliterate  class

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distinctions  than  have  all  the  labors  of  the  world's  Utopian  and 
socialist  dreamers, "  he  said. 

Science  is  creating  a  new  economic  order  in  America,  Dr. 
Rettaliata  continued.  The  productivity  of  the  imchine  is  augmenting 
the  saving  and  investing  power  of  our  people,  he  said,  causing  ownership 
to  be  widely  distributedo 

"The  fundamental  forces  of  science  and  technology  are  thus 
creating  something  of  revolutionary  consequence  for  the  future: 
popular  campitalism* "

Ahern  traced  the  history  of  fire  insurance  rate  determination 

from  the  haphazard  personal  judgment  basis  through  the  modern  inspection 

and  rating  bureaus.     He  said  the   "Analytic  System  for  the  Measurenient  of 

Relative  Fire  Hazard,"  published  in  I903  by  A,   F,  Dean,  was  responsible 

for  the  success  and  acceptance  of  the  idea  of  relativity  in  analyzing 

fire  hazards.
